| BONES OF DWARF 
CAMEL AND MIDG 
/ HORSE FOUND 


Fossils adipsia in Nevada 
Thought to Be 1,800,000 
} Years Old.

WASHINGTON, Novy. 
bones of a dwarf camel and a 
three-toed midget horse which are 
believed to have roamed the west- 
ern reaches of the North American 
continent until some 1,800,000 
years ago, are the latest addition 
to the collection at the National 
Museum. : 

They have just been brought to 
the museum by Dr. W. F. Foshag, 
itg.assistant curator of minerology, 
who obtained them among other 
fossil remains found in the rock 
formations of Nevada during a 
five months’ field study. 

The horse, apparently about two 
and a half feet high, and _ the 
camel, three or four feet, are be- 
lieved to have been evolved dur- 
ing the last days of the Neocene 
age, or some four or five million 
years ago, according to Dr. J. W. 
Gridley, assistant curator. They 
supposedly were still in existence 
when the highest peaks of the 
Rocky Mountains were being 
pushed up. 

Another specimen brought back 
is a tooth declared by Dr. Gridley 
to have helped masticate the food 
of a mastadon about six feet high, 
probably four-tusked, and believed 
to have been a near relative of the 
early ancestors of the present-day 
elephant.

Dr. Cox's deposition 
was taken in her behalf. 
Forty-Year Friendship. 

Dr. Cox, who is 68 years old, 
testified to knowing Ruf for more 
than 40 years, the friendship be- 
ginning when Ruf was a drug- 
store clerk with an idea, the idea 
being to compound. advertise and 
sell headache remedies. 

“No man on earth knew Mr. Ruf 
as well as I knew him,” the wit- 
ness declared. ‘I was his bosom 
companion. He never left St. Louis 
on, any pleasure trips withous‘me.”’ 

During the last 15 vears of Ruf’s 
life Cox was “greatly annoyed’’ 
over Ruf’s heavy drinking, he said, 
adding: “I was not only jealous, 
but I was overjealous of his ac- 
tions, because I had a great deal 
of money at stake and I wanted 
him to take care of himself.” 

Ruf “was a man that would 
drink or he wouldn't drink,” his 
partner continued. “He would get 
on desperate drunks and keep 
them up for a long, long while. 
Weeks at a time.” 

“Would Become Stupid.” 

These drinking spells occurred 
at least once every two months, he 
continued, saying: 

“Oh, he would become tremen- 
dously stupid from liquor. Vast 
quantities he would take. He would 
drink two or three quarts without 
it affecting him. When he startea 
in to drinking it would be a long 
time before he would get under 
the influence of it, and then he 
suffered so—you know, he was a 
drug clerk and knew a great deal 
about pharmacy, and he made his 
own narcotic prescriptions. 

“He would take liquors and nar- 
cotics at the same time, and finally 
drop off the liquof and take the 
narcotics until he got straightened 
up. All the years that I knew him 
he was the same.” 

In later years Ruf increased his 
consumption of liquors and narcot- 
ics until he was in “‘such abnormal] 
condition that he wouldn't come to 
the office at all,” Dr.

This time the ground crew was 
ableto catch hold of the crusire’s 


landing ropes and began hauling 
her down. 
It was 4:30 p. m., or an hour 


and three-quarters after the hour 
set for landing, when the vessel 
ffnally was brought to the ground. 

The bluejacket chew holding her 
landing ropes then drew her across 
the field to the place designated 
for the chirstening’ and the cere- 
mony began. 

Attempts to Land Fail, 


the big shipg In the first attempt 
to bring her down, her navigators, 
in a brisk wind, overshot the field. 
It was decided to send her up 
again, and bring her to a more 
favorable position for landing. 

After a turn down the Potomac, 
the dirigible cruised back, heading 
into the wind, but when the moor- 
ing ropes were cast off the grouna 
crew was unable to fasten grap- 
pling lines to them, and for the 
third time the ship began maneu- 
vering for position. 

Although this time the cruiser 
crept close enough to the ground 
to drop forward drag ropes into 
the hands of the bluejacket land-

Test Case Against Publish- 
ers of Herald-Tribune for 
Printing Payments on 


Income Return. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—-The 
Federal gtand jury today returned 
an indictment against the New 
York Tribune Co., publishers of 


the Herald-Tribune, alleging the 
unlawful printing and publishing 
of parts of the income tax returns. 

The indictment was obtained by 
United States Attorney Hayward 
at the request of Attorney-General 
Stone. No individuals were men- 
tioned in the indictment. 

John E. Joyce, Assistant Unitea 
States Attorney, who presented the 
matter to the grand jury, declared 
that the proceedings were brought 
solely for the purpose of testing 
the question as to the legality of 
the publication of income tax re- 
turns. The Government, he sald, 
will seek an early determination of 
the’ issue. 

The indictment contains three 
counts, based on the publication of 
the income tax returns of Archer 
M. Huntington, M. M. Belding and 
John T. Underwood. Joyce said 
that none of these men had made 
a complaint ‘and that the Govern- 
ment had selected their names at 
random. 

The indictment recites that a list 
of income taxpayers had been pre- 
pared and made available to in- 
spection by Collector Frank K. 
Bowers, “not, however, to be 
printed or published in itcwspapers 
or public prints.” 

The newspaper, having by its 
agent examined the list, the indict- 
ment continues, “unlawfully and in 
a manner not provided by law, did 
print. and publish * * * a part of 
said income tax returns.” 

This publication is declared to be 
“against the peace and dignity of 
the United States and contrary to 
the form of the statute of the 
same in such case made and pro- 
vided.”

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State Supreme Court Up- 
holds Plan for Construc- 
tion of Viaduct Over the 
Railway Tracks. 


ROAD’S SHARE OF 
COST IS 60 PER CENT 


Public Service Commission 
Held to Have Power to 
Determine Manner of 
Elimination. 


By the Jefferspf City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 25. 
The plan of the City of St. Louls 
for elimination of the Delmar bous 
levard grade crossing, by construce 
tion of a viaduct over the tracks of 
the Wabash Railroad Co., was up+ 
held in an opinion handed down t0« 
day by Division No. 1 of the Sue 


preme Court. 

The decision reverses one of the 
Cole County Circuit Court, which 
| knocked out the city’s plan and or- 


dered adoption of the 
plan for track elevation. 
What Decision Means, 

The Supreme Court. decision 
means that the crossing must bé 
constructed under the city plan 
and  a@tording to the majority 
opinion of the State Public Service 
Commission, which on April 9%, 
1923, approved the city’s plan and 
directed construction of the via- 
duct. The commission ordered tirat 
40 per cent of the estimated coat 
of $538,000 should be borne by the 
city and 60 ae: cent by the rail- 
road, 

In the cuuhain handed down to- 
day the court swept aside contel- 
tions of the railroad attorneys 
that the law did not give the Pub- 
lic Service Commission power to 
determine the manner or plans of 
eliminating grade crossings. 

“We have decided to the con- 
trary,” the Court stated, “and the 
commission has full power and au- 
thority to determine the manner, 
as well as the terms under which 
grade separations shall be made.” 

Was Dictated” by Small. 

The late Commissioner, Edwin 
Small, dictated the opinion just 
before his death recently in Jeffere 
son City. Final coples of the opine 
ion were written by his stenograe 
pher after Commissioner Smalls 
death. 

As is known, the city plan for 
the grade separation was approved 
by the State Public Servicé Com- 
mission, but the Wabash appealed 
the case to the Cole County Circult 
Court, which, under the law, had 
jurisdiction to review appealg 
bin, ee Public Service Commis- 
sion decisions. Cireult Judge Wes- 
thues reversed the commission 
findings and in effect directed the 
commission to adopt a mino 
«pinion made by the late Comm 


sioner. Hugh McIndoe, provid re 
for track elevation and depre 


The comm 
then appealed to the Supremes 
Court. ee 


City’s Argument. 

Track elevation was opposed hy 
the city, as it would have resul 
in erection of a large embankmé 
or “earth wall” through a 
residence district adjacent to F 
est Park.

Police investigation of the mur- 
der of Max Biederman in a rob- 
bery of his hardware store at 1407 
Franklin avenue, shortly before 
noon yesterday, has centered on a 
roundup of negroes to be viewed 
by a man who encountered the 
probable robbers and murderers, 
two negroes. ' 

Nearly 100 negroes were arrested. 
Their detention was part of an un- 
usual police activity which fol- 
lowed the Biederman killing, and 
which had reference also to the 
murder of Special Policeman Benz 
hy a burglar and the Areadia Dance 
Hall holdup. In all, 231 persons 
were arrested on the streets and in 
saloons and pool halls, in the 10 
hours before 7 a. m. today. Of the 
231, only one was found to be 
carrying a weapon, 

James Coughlin, who has a pat- 
ent medicine shop at 1431% Frank- 
iin avenue. and who found Bieder- 
man unconscious and saw his sup- 
posed jassailants, viewed the negro 
suspects. Mrs. Mary Kaplan of No. 
1430. who saw Biederman waitinz 
on one of the robbers, also view the 
men. No identification has been 
announced, The two also looked a: 
Rogues’ Gallery photographs. 

Tells of Secing Bicderman. 


Mrs. Kaplan related that. she 
made a purchase across the street 
from Biederman’s between 11:30 
a.m. and noon yesterday, ° then 
crossed and passed in front of the 
hardware store, where, she said, 
she recognized Biederman standing 
in the front part, exhibiting some 
article to a male customer. Their 
backs were turned and she couldn’t 
tell the customer’s color. She con- 
tinued to her home, passing Cough- 
lin. who was approaching the store. 

Coughlin declared to policemen 
and reporters that as he entered 
Biederman’s shop at 11:45 a. m., 
to buy nails and screws, a tall ne- 
gro. who appeared to be almost 
white. was leaving, and said to

Whenever he and Ruf 
arrived at the Ruf home, Mrs. Ruf 
and her niece would meet the men 
at the door, and Ruf. according to 
Dr. Cox, “always showed his fon- 
est ffection for the niece first” by 
hugging and kissing her. 

Once Dr. Cox asked his partner, 

“Frank, what are vou going to Go 
with all your wealth?” and Ruf, 
according to Cox, replied: “I have 
an heir in Alpha,” referring to 
Alpha Ruf Hatch, the niece. Ruf 
told .Dr. Cox, the latter testified, 
that he had given Mrs. Ruf $50,- 
000 in bonds, prompting Dr. Cox to 
say that it wasn’t fair and Mrs.

A cherry-preserving recipe that 
failed to work, a pollee chief with 
a discerning taste, and a two weeks’ 
confinement of the cherries in the 
police chief's safe with fermenta- 
tion doing its bit to increase alco- 
holic content—that was the combh!- 
nation of citcumstances that 
brought Bryan Bechtel] of Shelby- 
ville, Iil., into Federal Court in 
East St. Louis yesterday on a 
charge of violation of the Volstead 
act. 

A jury, having heard the story of 
Bechtel and his wife and having 
weighed their testimony against 
that of Chief of Police James Quig- 
ley of Shelbyville, voted a verdict 
of not gullty. ' 

Mrs. Bechtel on the stand test!- 
fied that she had preserved cherries 
last July using a recipe sivey her 
by a woman friend. Their recipe 
failed to work and the cans burst. 
Mrs. Bechtel and her husband, sal- 
vaging what they could, placed the 
juice in a 10-gallon container iIn- 
tending, Mrs. Bechtel said, to boil 
the mixtr-e again and make jelly of 
ft. At this juncture along came 
Chief Quigley. He had a search 
warrant for the Bechtel home and 
triumphantly carted the mixture 
down to the City Hall. 

“How did you know it had an 
illegal alcoholic content?” U. G. 
Ward, counsel for Bechtel, asked. 

“I took a swallow of it,” the 
Chief said. “It was more than 
one-half of 1 per cent, all right.” 

Chief Quigley admitted,on cross- 
examination that for two weeks’ 
after the seizure he allowed the 
juice to ferment in his office safe. 
When visible ‘fermentation had 
ceased. at the end of two weeks, 
he corked up the container and 
set it aside for evidence, he admit- 
ted. 

On the chief's testimony Judge 
English ruled that the liquid might 
be introduced only as ‘Visible evi- 
dence. Any testimony as to its 
alcoholic content was barred in 
view of the chief's admission that 
it had gained much of itg potency 
in his office. The ju decided 
after a short deliberation that 
Bechtel had not violated the law.

Ta ihe Hditor of the Post-Dispatch. 
\W" have created another Fyanken- 
siein monster, it seems to me, In the. 
bedy of the S&. Louls Treffic Council, 
vested with plenary powers over our 
comings and goings. Some phases of the 
idea of traffic regulation through such 
a body are good—since it can act quickly, 
upon the judgment of those most fa- 


miliar with the problems—but some- 
times it acts too quickly or not quickly 
enough. 

Take the Pine-Lawton cutoff, at 
Grand boulevard. It hag proved bene- 
ficial in straightening traffic arteries— 
but the Traffic Council has stolen half 
its usefulness by a scheme of one-way 
movement and no left turns, and, in some 
respects, has augmented confusion 
there. 

Little has been sald about the ordi- 
nance pending in the Board of Aldermen, 
introduced at the behest of the Traffic 
Council, to prohibit parking longer than 
an hour in the entire district east of 
Jefferson avenue, between Cass and 
Chouteau avenues. In view of trolley 
and bus congestion, how will large num- 
bers of persons get to business downtown 
if they cannot park there? Is there any 
connection between this bill and the 
opening of several private garages down- 
to®n and building of others? 

At some places, where prohibition of 
parking would help traffic at all hours 
of the gay —Chtstnut, Pine and Locust 
sifeets for varying distances west of. 
Twelfth boulevard, for example—nothing 
bas been done. 

Why are a number of thoroughfares 
that were made boulevards months ago

FIRST AID TO CROSS-WORD PUZZLERS. 


Booms in sales of dictionaries are reported by book- 
sellers since the cross-word puzzle books soared into 
best-seller altitudes. “’Tis an ill wind that blows no- 
body good.” Since a more intimate acquaintance 
with the English language cannot fail to be of per- 
manent benefit, cross-word puzzling is justified to 
a certain extent by the necessary demands it makes 
upon the dictionary. 

But to many persons the lexicon itself is a sort 
of cross-word puzzle book. Not all definitions define 
with clarity. In numerous instances the big words em- 
ployed in the defining must be run down and roped. 
Thus the dictionary repels the indolent mind which 
declines to submit to the discipline of cross-reference 
work. 

Approximately 50 per cent of this difficulty could 
be obviated by following a simple prescription ex- 
pressed alliteratively in two unpuzzling words: Learn 
Latin. Recently an American magazine thundered 
against the teaching of Latin in our schools. “Hear! 
hear!” howls the mob that would bury “dead lan- 
guages” deeper because of the popular, and errone- 
ous, notion that they have no practical value for 
people now on earth. 

Latin, let it be emphasized, is not a dead language. 
Latin lives in English. Probably half of our En- 
glish words are sprung from Latin roots. He who 
knows Latin knows at least twice as much about 
English as does he who knows not Latin. To him 
the language we speak and write {is not a hodgepodge 
of horrific etymology: it is a rich romance, a con- 
tinued that began thousands of years ago 
and increases in interest from year to year. 

As first aid to the cross-word puzzler the study of 
Latin is suggested.

Great Britain was justified, of course, in demand- 
ing an apology and an indemnity for the assassina- 
‘tion of Sir Lee Stack and in insisting that the Egyp- 
‘tian Government. spare no efforts in hunting down 
‘the murderers and bringing them to justice. But it 
‘went far beyond those requirements. It demanded 
‘that the Egyptian Government suppress future po- 
‘litteal demonstrations, vacate the Sudan militarily, 
l take official cognizance of the fact that irrigation 
‘restrictions in that area had been canceled and, in 


foreign interests. 
The Allenby note, moreover, was as severe in spirit 


that is, within 24-hours—under penalty of conse 
quences. It reeked throughout of the bully. And fn 
fixing the indemnity at $2,500,000 it showed the 
bully’s greedy resolve to exact the pound of flesh. 


London dispatches say that the press indorses the 
Government’s “strong position,” which also com- 
mands wide public support, although criticism in 
certain quarters is admitted. An example of this 
criticism is found in the comment of the Laborite 
Daily Herald, which declares the action to be “ter- 
ribly reminiscent of the Austrian note.to Serbia 
which led to the great war,” and joins with the Daily 
News (Liberal) in asserting that the question should 
have been referred to the League of Nations.

The truth is that the British 
Government’s action is Tory to the core. It is of 
the essence of that imperialism-which Kipling sang 
so fiercely in his jingo period. It is the ruthless 
stuff of “old, unhappy, far-off times.” It empha- 
sizes anew the ancient indictment that the Bour- 
bons never forget anything and never learn anything. 
The chastening and supposedly enlightening years 
of the blood atonement are as a blank page. In the 
topography of the British powers that be there ap- 
parently is no Serajevo, no Ekaterinburg, no Doorn.

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COMMUNITY FUND OPEN TO ALL. 


Two Post-Dispatch readers ask for information 
with regard to the Community Fund. “Just Fair” 
criticises the fund because, in looking over the al- 
lowances by the 1925 Budget Committee, he sees not 
a single Catholic organization represented, and asks 
why, in view of the fact that Catholics as well as 
Protestants are solicited for contributions, and that 
Catholics cannot and will not refuse. 

The answer to this is that Catholic organizations 
doing efficient social work have been invited to par- 
ticipate in the Community Council and in the Com- 
munity Fund, but most of them have preferred, at 
least for the present, to conduct their work in their 
own Way, and they make few organized appeals for 
aid. The Knights of Columbus have never applied 
for admission to the Council. One Catholic organiza- 
tion, the St. Louis Obstetric Dispensary and Hospital 
Association, is in the list of fund participants by 
name. It is connected with St. Louis University. 
Other Catholic hospitals, as in the case of certain 
Jewish and nonsectarian institutions, participate 
through the membership of the Hospital Saturday 
end Sunday Association. In the absence from St. 
Louis of Archbishop Glennon his secretary informs 
the Post-Dispatch that there has been no discrimina- 
tion by the Community Fund against Catholie insti- 
tutions, and that their absence from that body was 
due entirely to their own) election. 

The second critic, signing “A Regular Reader,” 
asks why the Y. M. C. A. asks for and is allowed in 
the Community Fund budget the second largest 
amount. As the Y. M. C. A. charges for membership 
and other expenses he wishes to know whether they 
need this Community Fund share for buildings. 

The Y. M. C. A. shares in the Community Fund to 
the extent ef $129,000, which is little more than one- 
fourth of its expenses, which are met through mem- 
bership dues and other means. It receives more than 
some worthy organizations, because, according to 
the fund directors, there is greater need for preven- 
live than for remedial social work. Its budget was 
carefully analyzed and justified before being ap- 
proved. The Community Fund does not provide 
money for building purposes. 

The Community Fund does not discriminate and is 
a social service of the most efficient and constructive 
kind, extending aid to all, regardless of race or re 
ligion.
